TRACE OF ANCIENT 
GEORGIANS FOUND 
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fining his efforts to the region around 
Cartersvil'e, Miss Ashley has been 
making examinations of areas in the 
neighborhood of similar mounds in 
Floyd county—almost in the very cen- 
ter of Rome itself. 

She will return to the region Wed- 
nesday to join Dr. Moorehead, and to- 
gether they will continue their re- 
search. Miss Ashley remaining until 
about the first of March and the arch- 
aelogical authority until the latter part 
of next month. 

Upon cher return to Atlanta Mon- 
dav, the Atlanta girl, who is consid- 
ered as an outstanding authority on 
archaeology, told of a number of pic- 
turesque findings. 

Shells, once beauti®! and exquisitely 
carved with the conventional symbol 
of the worshipped serpent; or with . 
the double spread-eagle, were found 
bv Dr. Moorehead among the Carters- 
ville mounds. Skeletons, the mute re- 
mains of the famous aborigines of hun- 
dreds of years ago—buried in reflex 
positions, the knees drawn up to the 
chest and the hands clasped around the 
ankles, were excavated. 

A dramatic find was made near one 
of the more prominent mounds, It was 
the skeleton of a little child, about 7 
years old, according to the archaeol- 
ogist. It had been struck on the head, 
apparently by an extremely sharp in- 
strument, leaving a tell-tale gap of a 
probable tragedy. Around its little 
skeleton was found beautiful carved 
shells and other ornaments, showing 
that it wes no ordinary child of the 
tribe. although the spot where its hody 
had been buried was one used by the 
common people. .
